“Conoage ih evidently a contrac­ 
tion of Conowage, ‘at the rapids,’ 
as at present known as Conewago, 
the name of one of the two prin­ 
cipal streams that enter the Sus­ 
quehanna a few miles above the 
site of the fort. The name is es- I 
pecially appropriate to the local­ 
ity as the Susquehanna has a fall I 
at this point of 21’^ feet in a 
mile.” 
Herein seems to be the solution as 
to the origin of the name.

Conewago of Adams and York coun­ 
ties flows into the Susquehanna, at 
or near a place where there are 
rapids.
